Working for a

Institute, and an Andover resident, was 
among the more than 200 scientists 
studying biotechnology-derived growth 
factors to present recent advances in 
the field at the Bristol-Myers 
Squibb/Mead Johnson Nutrition 
Research Symposium Sept. 10 and 11 in 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 

The following reports were among 
the presentations on emerging thera- 
pies and possible cures for a wide range 
of diseases: 

* Insulin-like growth factor not only 
promotes growth in infants and chil- 
dren, but may some day play a role in 
treating malnutrition, trauma therapy 
and preventing medical conditions asso- 
ciated with the aging process, such as 
osteoporosis. 

+ Transforming growth factor is pro- 
duced at high levels by a variety of can- 
cer cells and can be readily detected in 
the urine of cancer patients. As a result, 
it may be a useful marker for monitor- 
ing the response of patients to anti-can- 
cer therapy, such as chemotherapy. 

- Growth factor research is providing 
scientists with insight into how cancer 
cells develop and proliferate because 
both are associated with rapid cell divi-

+ Scientists are unraveling the mys- 
teries of angiogenesis, the biological 
process that describes the growth of 
blood vessels. By learning to inhibit 
angiogenesis, scientists may learn how 
to inhibit the growth of cancerous 
tumors, which rely on a blood supply to 
Prow. 

- Interleukin-11 stimulates bone mar- 
row to make platelets, which are essen- 
tial to blood clotting, and could prevent 
the need for risky blood transfusions 
needed by people who have low platelet 
counts, such as cancer patients who 
receive chemotherapy and newborn 
infants who suffer from thrombocytope- 
nia, a relatively common blood disease. 

- Scientists are developing intrauter- 
ine and post-delivery growth factor 
therapies for perinatal development dis- 
orders, including growth retardation, 
low birth weight, perinatal blood dis- 
eases and immature organ develop- 
ment, especially the lungs and heart. 

- The latest findings on growth fac- 
tors that promote burn and wound heal- 
ing and growth factor therapies for 
rheumatoid arthritis, immune deficien 
cy diseases, cancer, kidney failure and 
other diseases.

She was the first woman intern at 
Boston Lying-In (now part of Brigham 
& Women’s Hospital), She was the first 
female physician on staff at Lawrence 
General, the first female obstetrician/- 
gynecologist in the Greater Lawrence 
area and the first of either sex to 
become board-certified, Her friend and 
colleague, Dr. John Mallen, credits her 
as being the major force for moderniz 
ing obstetrical care in the Merrimack 
Valley. 

She graduated from Lawrence High 
School at the age of 15, went to Rad- 
cliffe College and then Women’s Medi- 
cal College in Pennsylvania.

“T do better in France and Germany 
than I do here. I don’t know why,” he 
said during an interview at his Far- 
rwood Drive home last week. 

Mr. Coburn writes murder myster- 
ies, mostly based on his experiences 
living and working in the Merrimack 
Valley. No Way Home takes place in the 
fictional town of Bensington, which 
abuts both Lawrence and Andover, 
Bensington is based on Boxford, Mr, 
Coburn said, but residents of Boxford 
shouldn’t look for themselves in the 
book. The reason he chose Boxford was 
because he doesn’t know anything 
about the town, Mr. Coburn said. 

Another of his books, Goldilocks, 
was voted one of the best novels of 1989 
by the Mystery Writers of America and 
nominated for an Edgar Award the 
same year. It takes place in Andover. 
One scene has Jim Doherty, town mod- 
erator, Bill Dalton, lawyer and former 
selectman, and Sue Tucker, former 
state representative, all at lunch at the 
Andover Inn. 

In another scene, a Lawrence resi- 
dent describes Andover as a “different 
world.” 

“Andover, the birds tweet. Here, we 
only got pigeons. All they do is crap,” 
the character says. 

Andrew Coburn’s biography 

Born in New Hampshire, Mr. 
Coburn graduated from Haverhill High 
School and went straight into the 
Army. He was stationed in Germany. 
He earned his bachelor’s degree in 
English from Suffolk University in 
Boston, then married his wife, Casey 
Coburn, in 1955, and moved to Union 
Street in Andover in 1959. In 19638, he 
quit his job at a local bank and headed 
back to Germany where he thought he 
could find a better job. His wife and 
two daughters moved in with his 
father in New Hampshire while he was 
gone, “because they thought I was 
crazy, which, as it turned out, I was,” 

He came home, broke, took a job as a 
crime reporter for The Eagle-Tribune 
newspaper and the family moved into a 
house on Walnut Street. He stayed at 
the paper 10 years before trying writ- 
ing his own work full time, and even 
then hedged by working as a copy edi 
tor at The Boston Globe for five more 
years. His first book, Trespasses, took 
four years to write and came out in 
1974. The Coburns moved to Farrwood 
Drive 1983. 


Work habits 

Mr. Coburn works in a cluttered 
downstairs room at home that can’t 
measure more than 10-by-10 feet. A 
small window looks out onto the back 
yard, 

“The Board of Health has con- 
demned my office,” he said, embar- 
rassed and proud. 

He fits the stereotype of a writer 
cup of coffee in hand, Kent cigarette 
burning constantly and he works at a 
manual typewriter. 

“When I smoke, I only half inhale

and I leave long butts. So of the three 
packs (a day), it’s only a pack and a 
half,” he said. “I still use an old manu- 
al. It’s what I’m used to. I don’t think 
too fast.” 

One image of a writer Mr. Coburn 
does not fit is that of the boozing bar 
fly. Although not opposed to having a 
drink, he doesn’t drink alcohol when 
he writes, and doesn’t see how anyone 
can. 

“T drink chocolate milk. I can’t 
drink and write,” he said. 

And he doesn’t work a 9-to-5 shift. 

“T work at night most of the time. In 
fact, I had to get up early for you,” he 
told a visitor at 2 in the afternoon. 

He does most of his writing between 
1 and 6 a.m. 

“T would prefer to be up at the erack 
of dawn and live like other people,” he 
said. “I just fell into that and I have no 
idea why. When I’m stuck on a page or 
a chapter, I cannot sleep.” 

When struggling with his writing, 
he will flip through the dictionary for 
the right word or two to get him going 


again. If that doesn’t work, he'll either 


gO upstairs and shave, notebook close 
at hand, or go out and work in his 


yard, planting shrubs. 

“Most of the time I do it at night, | 
turn on the flood lights,” he said. 

He worries that his neighbors will 
see him out digging in the yard at 3 in 
the morning and send the police down, 
or just think he’s nuts. Sometimes in 
winter he will go out and shovel paths 
in the snow to nowhere. 

But once a novel is well under way, 
he has no problem working. That’s the 
case with his next novel, tentatively 
named Word of Mouth, a sequel to No 
Way Home. 

“I’m at that stage now where I can 
do nothing wrong,” he said, 

“A good day for me is three sheets a 
day. That's probably the most and 
that’s a good day. But I don’t use drafts, 
so when I’m done, I’m done.” 


Sources 

Mr. Coburn draws on his 10 years as 
crime reporter and city editor in 
Lawrence for much of his material. 

“That's how I’ve got my ideas for the 
books that I’ve written since,” he said. 

He lived on North Main Street when 
he was writing his first book and his 
office had been a children’s room with

names in history on the wallpaper. 

“So I named all my characters in the 
book from the wallpaper,” he said. 

He writes about Andover and 
Lawrence because he is familiar with 
them. 

“It’s very hard to write about some- 
thing you don’t know about,” he said. 
“You use that as a springboard.” 

But he prefers to use his imagina- 
tion than to take notes and use actual 
facts. 

“I think I write that way because | 
like (Franz) Kafka,” he said. “Prague 
was his Prague, not the Prague that 
existed.” 


Ideas and imagery 

“Usually my ideas come when I’m 
three-quarters of the way done with 
the book I’m on,” Mr. Coburn said. 

He starts by taking notes in pencil. 

“When I structure the scene, I'll take 
notes as to what the scene is going to 
be about,” he said. “I write from scenes 
and I draw stuff.” 

When scenes come to him, he writes 
them down right away. 

“The exact right words — if I don’t 
put them down at once on paper 
they’re gone,” he said. 

An old picture on the wall of his 
office was slipping out the bottom of its 
frame, stopped only by the frame below 
it. Mr. Coburn explained that that 
image led to a description of a heavy 
woman climbing from a bathtub in 
Sweetheart, another of his novels. 

“She looked like a baby picture 
falling out of its frame,” Mr. Coburn 
loosely quoted the phrase. 

He never fixed the frame. 

His characters become his friends 
while he is working on a novel, Mr. 
Coburn said. Some he likes, some he 
doesn’t. And when a character is going 
to die, he sometimes puts the scene off 
as long as possible. 

“It’s impossible not to become 
involved with them, emotionally 
involved,” he said. 

Is there a lot of himself in them? 

“They're all me, but I'm not them,” 
he said. “No, I’m all them, but they’re 
not me.” 


Volleyball 

He plays volleyball at South School 
every Thursday night with the same 
people, a lot of artist types who have 
played together since 1976. They play 
hard. 

“The nicest thing is to jam the ball 
down someone else’s throat,” Mr, 
Coburn said. 

He reads biographies, journals and 
diaries, or “fiction when I’m in 
between books.” 

Among his favorite authors are 
Patrick White, an Australian author 
who died this year, Virginia Wolfe, 
William Faulkner and Joseph Conrad. 

He now supports himself with his 
writing, but it wasn’t always easy. 

“You have good years, you have bad 
years,” he said. “I love it. I truly enjoy 
it. I can’t think of anything else I would 
rather do.”

“Parent to Parent's goal is to articu- 
late a variety of options that experts 
and other parents suggest to communi- 
cate better with your children and 
make parenting less stressful. If there 
is more information, parents can make 
better informed decisions,” she said, 

Ms. Booth, the mother of a 8-, 7- and

Parents may force special town meeting

The School Committee has requested that 
the Board of Selectmen schedule a special 
fall town meeting to ask voters to borrow $2.4 
million for major school repairs. If the select- 
men don’t vote at their Monday meeting to 
schedule the meeting, parents may collect 
the 100 signatures needed to call the meeting. 

“There are a fair number of people in 
town who want to see this problem resolved 
and have the town move onto other issues,” 
said Susan Jenkins, chairwoman of the 
School Committee. “We have the support 
from parents and from citizens in the town 
who don’t have kids, but are interested in 
maintaining our buildings.” 

The Board of Selectmen, the School Com 
mittee and Finance Committee will discuss 
the need for a special town meeting at a joint 
meeting Monday, Oct. 5, in the town office 
building on Bartlet Street at 7 p.m. 

The following repairs are slated to be done 
if $2.4 million is borrowed: drainage and 
asbestos removal at West Elementary; roof 
and boiler replacement at Bancroft; media 
roof, heating system, classroom renovations, 
asbestos removal and brick and thermal win 
dow pane replacement at West Middle; and 
security systems at both middle schools, the 
high school and Bancroft. 

Selectmen delayed making a decision two 
weeks ago and instead scheduled the Mon 
day meeting to discuss the proposal and how 
it would be funded. Under the School Com- 
mittee plan the debt would be paid off in five 
years with the schools’ $600,000 yearly-share 
of Capital Improvement money pledged by 


port and discussion group targeted for 


the town administration to pay for town and 
school building repairs. 

Charles Wesson, chairman of selectmen, 
said his board delayed calling a special fall 
town meeting because it “wanted to give the 
Finance Committee a chance to study the 
proposal and listen to what they have to 
say.” 

Mr. Wesson said his board acknowledges 
that the schools have a number of “major” 
problems that need to be done right away, 
and that it could cost the town more if the 
work is delayed. 

“The question that remains unanswered 
is what is the best way to pay for it. I haven't 
made up my mind yet,” Mr. Wesson said. 

The Finance Committee met last week, 
Wednesday, Sept. 28, to go over the School 
Committee proposal and prepare for Monday 
night’s meeting with the two town boards. 

“We agree that those repairs need to be 
done, but what the Finance Committee is 
concerned with is the specific funding,” said 
Don Robb, chairman of the FinCom.

It would be easy to say that the 
parents who skipped Superintendent 
Mark McQuillan’s excellent speech 
on civic responsibility last week are 
skipping out on their civic responsi- 
bility.

Opposes $400k 
for architectural 
drawings 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am a strong supporter of the 
Andover school system. However, I am 
opposed to the request for $400,000 to 
have architect’s drawings done before 
the town decides to build and if they do, 
how much they want to spend. Once the 
building committee has a budget, then 
they should work with the architects 
within that confine. We have already 
spent thousands of dollars on the DeNis- 
co report, which told us the physical con- 
dition and needs of each school building. 

Several years have passed and much 
has gone undone because of lack of 
funds. If the town so soundly beat the 
school override of Prop, 2 1/2 last year 
(since the economy has become worse) 
why would they support millions on 
additional space? 

I also question the need for additional 
classroom space now. There is no ques- 
tion that there is overcrowding in the 
elementary schools and that during 
more prosperous times either the addi- 
tions or even a new school would be 
built. 

It would be much wiser to spend mon. 

ey putting back programs and teachers 
that have been so severely cut over the 
past several years. It is the teachers and 
programs that educate, not the bricks 
and mortar. How can you lower the stu: 
dent-teacher ratio with new classrooms 
if you don’t have the money to hire more 
teachers to fill them? 
Perhaps we could use the current 
space more efficiently. Had the School 
Committee not closed the Early Child- 
hood Center, each school would have 
gained at least two classrooms that are 
now being used by kindergartens (the 
original purpose of the center was to 
alleviate overcrowding). 

The $400,000 would have run the Early 
Childhood Center for several years. 
That's just for the architect's fees, never 
mind the millions for the actual build- 
ing. Additionally, if one looks at statis- 
tics, they will see that elementary school 
enrollment fluctuates and that we have

Whether it involves “preppies” or juvenile 
delinquents, Josh Miner regards “the misery 
of unimportance” as “probably our worst 
social disease,” and his dedicated enthusi- 
asm has had a profound effect in spreading 
the Outward Bound message nationwide 
and even worldwide.

has covered most of her body in what looks 
like shame. Many of them look out at you, 
and seem to say, for example, “This is me. 
This is what 72 looks like,” 

They are not posed in physically provoca 
tive stances; they are posed so that we feel we 
might know what they are thinking during 
this experience. 

Beside most of the photos are short notes 
written either by the subject or by the pho 
tographer. Mr. Cordelle tells us that the 
woman with breast cancer has died. He tells 
us about some women who originally were 
reluctant to be photographed and how he told 
them to act natural. 

His project is called “Century” and he 
plans to photograph women age zero to 100. 
He's photographed the birth of four or five 
boys, waiting to capture the first look of a 
girl just born, 

The women who wanted to, wrote about 
the experience of being photographed nude 
and several of them said the experience was 
transforming. 

Mr. Cordelle said two women who came to 
see the exhibit volunteered to be pho- 
tographed for the project. He pointed to one 
woman viewing the exhibit Sunday and said, 
“That woman over there is the one with the 
mastectomy,” 

Mr. Cordelle told us that one woman who 
had been raped “acted out” during her pho- 
tography session, using the photographer as 
the target of her anger at. her horrible experi- 


ence, She yelled at him and cried. I think she 
was the one who said after the session that 
she wanted to sit for a second set of photos 
because the first had been so moving, so ther 
apeutic. 

I asked if, like a doctor with a chaperone 
in his office, he had anyone with him while 
photographing these women, He doesn’t 
seem to believe he will get into trouble. 

I asked him if he will now photograph 
nude men. He said several people have asked 
that. “Frankly, I am not as attracted to the 
male body,” he answered. 

He said he will leave that project to some- 
one else. 

The confusion, for me, is if any of the 
exhibit is pornography. I wondered about the 
children, not the women. The children can’t 
advocate for themselves. I wondered about 
the voluptuous 13-year-old whose judgment 
might not be as mature as her body. 

But I do know that Mr. Cordelle has 
brought to life the confusion that women, 
and probably men, have about their imper- 
fect bodies, His photos seem to say that 
imperfect is fine — a sort of an I’m not OK and 
you're not OK and that’s OK,

Massachusetts General Hospital, spent 
the first two weeks of August touring 
the Ukraine, part of the former Soviet 
Union. She was with 36 other members 
of a health care and cultural exchange 
program sponsored by the Mas- 
sachusetts/Ukraine Citizens Bridge, a 
private non-profit organization that 
promotes cultural understanding 
through personal contact. 

The Ukraine is in the western most 
part of the former Soviet Union, bor- 
dering Poland and Czechoslovakia. Ms. 
Hardin flew into Kiev, the capital, on 
an Aeroflot jet. The former Soviet 
Union’s national airline had very few 
non-smoking seats, dirty upholstery 
and bathrooms that are “some of the 
worst in the world.” 

Surprisingly, the food “wasn’t bad,” 
for a country that is struggling just to 
feed its 52 million people and where 
inflation is incredibly high, she said. 

Kiev has a population of 2.5 million 
people, It is the third oldest city in 
Ukraine, but “it’s a city that has just 
suffered, a country that has just suf- 
fered, and you wonder what brings 
these people back again and again,” 
she said. 

The Americans had two- to three- 
hour visits in the homes of several 
Ukraine families. “When you came 
into their home, even though they have 
very little, they want to share every- 
thing with you,” Ms. Hardin said. 
~ Every bit of the yard is planted with 
gardens, both vegetables and flowers. 

“Meat is very very scarce,” Ms. 
Hardin said, so you have sausage or

chicken, “But beef is very expensive.” 
In outlying towns, the food lines at 
stores are longer than in the cities. 
“The lines for bread were quite long,” 
Ms. Hardin said. On the other hand, 
vodka and beer, “pevo,” are plentiful, 
The medical needs in the Ukraine 
are great, and even old or outdated 
equipment here is highly valued there. 
This is the first time since 500 AD, 
except for a 200-year period about 1,000 
to 1,200, that the Ukraine has really 
been independent, according to Ms. 
Hardin. “I think there’s a tremendous 
amount of uncertainty and fear,” she 
said. “They struggle with the concept 
of independence.” 
“They know what they are losing, 
and are happy with much of that. but

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they don’t know what they are getting. 
And they’re scared with that.” 

“Home” for the Americans was a 
cruise ship named the Marshall 
Koshevoy, which traveled on the 
Dnieper River stopping at Kanev. 
Zaporozhnys, Odessa, Yevpatoriya and 
Yalta in the Crimea. The young men 
working on the ship were practicing 
capitalism, selling wrist watches and 
other items, only for U.S, currency 

Ms, Hardin visited a psychiatrist at 
his home in a drab apartment building 
with an unkempt porch, elevator and 
mailbox area. “But when we finally got 
into his apartment, everything was 
neat, it was tidy,” she said. 

She mentioned the difference, “We 
have a saying here that if it belongs to 
everyone, it belongs to the devil,” the 
man said, 

Religion was suppressed under Com. 
munism, so one day when she heard a 
Mass being said, Ms. Harding followed 
the voices around a corner and saw a 
small church, still boarded up. Beside 
it was a priest performing a Catholic 
ceremony at a makeshift altar. 

Ukraine is a very varied country, 
partly because it has been dominated 
by so many different cultures. 

The low point of the trip was leaving 
their interpreters, employees of the 
Ukraine Peace Council. “While the 
Americans were going back to a com- 
fortable world, some of these people 
didn’t know if they would have jobs 
and didn’t know what each day would 
bring,” Ms. Hardin said. 

Here were the Ukrainians, who had 
so little, yet were so generous. Com- 
pare that to ourselves, who have so 
much, she said. 

“I think we were all struck, I think 
we wondered if we are as generous

with ourselves as they were. It was 
very humbling,” she said. 

Poplar trees are everywhere in the 
Ukraine and, as legend has it, the tree 
is really a metaphor of the Ukraine 
people. When times are good, the trees 
stand independent and rise high. When 
storms come, they bend, fold and fall 
down. But when the sun comes back 
up, they rise again and stand tall, 

“I thought that was just lovely,” Ms, 
Hardin said. 

Ms. Hardin is frustrated to come 
home and open the Sunday papers and 
find the same old travel sections. 
“There’s another whole world out 
there that we'd be interested in.” 

She went to Ukraine with $500 in 
spending money and returned with 
$200 after two weeks. One night 10 of 
her group went to dinner and had 
meat, potato, vegetables, bread, cognac, 
wine and more, all for $20, 

What wasn’t good were the plumb- 
ing facilities. “American Standard 
could make a fortune in Ukraine.” 

The only way to use the bathrooms 
was to stick perfumed tissue: in your 
nose before you entered one, She tried 
to use a public bathroom and got as far 
as the door but couldn't do it, Luckily, 
they were staying on the cruise ship 
and just got in the habit of using the 
facilities before they left the boat. 

Ukraine is a third world country 
and Americans have to be cautious 
about diseases such as hepatitis. “You 
cannot drink the water. You must 
drink bottled water,” she said. 


“Intourist” is the country’s agency 
for arranging tours. You can travel on 
your own, but, “I think it would be best 
to go with a tour,” she said. “I think to 
go out on your own, you'd miss a lot.”

* Parents with an infant should 
bring bibs and extra bottles of formula. 

* A child’s manners and eating 
habits are important when dining out, 
but be consistent. 

Overreacting to a child’s bad behav- 
ior at a restaurant is confusing, even 
unfair, when the same behavior is 
acceptable at home. Encourage good 
manners and eating habits in general, 
but dining out is an excellent time to 
reinforce them, 

Remind the child to say “please” and 
“thank you” when being served. 

‘If a child has an accident, such as

* Tantrums are another story. A 
child has a tantrum to achieve a goal.

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Make smarter snacking part of healthier eating 


Who doesn’t like to snack? Not too many of us. 
Statistics show we spend over $8 billion a year on 
potato chips, candy bars, pretzels and other snacks, 
and that doesn’t even count popcorn or nuts. 

Snacking can actually be a good idea, but accord- 
ing to a recent booklet, Sneak Health Into Your 
Snacks, what makes it good are some planning and 
smart choices on your part. 

One advantage of snacking is that it provides 
nutrition and energy when you need it. A late-morn- 
ing or mid-afternoon snack can help keep energy lev- 
els up and prevent ravenous eating when mealtime 
finally arrives. 

Some recent, preliminary studies even show a 
series of “mini-meals” throughout the day may be 
better for you than three regular meals. 

But according to this booklet, snacking can also 


have a negative side. The problems come from how 
much you snack, the kinds of snack foods you choose 
and letting nutritionally incomplete snacks substi- 
tute for well-balanced, regular meals. 

The key, according to this booklet, is to plan for 
snacks as part of your overall nutrition. If you know 
you want a morning of afternoon snack, include that 
as part of your overall planning for calories, fat and 
overall good nutrition. 

The booklet also advises making smarter choices 
in the snack foods you choose. A small, one ounce 
serving of potato chips may seem like an innocent 
snack but it adds as much as 170 calories to your diet 
and up to 12 grams of fat. Choosing a one ounce serv- 
ing of pretzels would equal only 110 calories and 1 
gram of fat. 

Similar choices about cookies, granola bars, 


frozen treats and beverages can also provide savings 
in calories and fat, as well as more balanced overall 
nutrition. 

Many snack foods make nutrition a confusing 
issue by including claims about positive things, 
while hiding nutritional drawbacks. 

Potato chips labeled “no cholesterol,” for example, 
may still be high in fat, since vegetable products nev- 
er contain cholesterol, no matter how much fat they 
have. “Healthy” snacks, such as granola bars. and 
carob- or yogurt-coated nuts, are also usually very 
high in fat.
